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REMARKS 



Claims 57-59, 62-66 and 74 were pending prior to this Response. Claims 57, 59, 62, 63 
and 66 have been deemed allowable (Office Action, page 7). By the present communication, no 
claims have been added or amended, and claims 58, 64 and 65 have been canceled without 
prejudice. The amendment does not raise any new issues requiring further consideration or 
search. Accordingly, claims 57, 59, 62, 63 and 66 are currently pending in this application. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 101 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection of claims 64 and 65 under 35 U.S.C. §101 
as allegedly not being supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well 
established utility. Without acquiescing to the reasoning offered by the Office, and in order to 
expedite prosecution of the instant application, Applicants have canceled claims 64 and 65, 
rendering the rejection moot. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 112, First Paragraph 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection of claims 64 and 65 under 35 U.S.C. §112, 
first paragraph, as allegedly not being supported by either a specific and substantial asserted 
utility or a well established utility. Without acquiescing to the reasoning offered by the Office, 
and in order to expedite prosecution of the instant application, Applicants have canceled claims 
64 and 65, rendering the rejection moot. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully

Without acquiescing to the reasoning offered by the 
Office, and in order to expedite prosecution of the instant application, Applicants have canceled 
claim 58, rendering the rejection moot. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully 
requested.
